Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Carboxyl does exist at page 16, line 15, but as a substitutent for a 
list ending in siloxy, and thus not as a substituent for later choices such as substituted heterocycle. That descrption is 
provided by page 20, line 1 , which provides support for the next three terms.As a substituent on amino or 
aminocarbonyl, page 18, lines 7 and 9 provide that carboxyl could be a substituent for both. Thus, applicants could put 
after carboxy (except for acyl). As for the esters and thioesters of the last three lines of claim 20, these are covered by 
the "acyl" of page 17, line 1 (for the heterocyclic, page 20, line 26, and for the amino and aminocarbonyl at page 18, 
line 16), as set forth specifically on paragraph bridging pages 22-23. The same parenthetical exception could be used 
for these terms. . 
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
